ATLANTIC CITY—The Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
closed its 49th annual meeting, re- 
electing Rabbi Max C, Currick, of 
Erie, Pa., as president, and all other 
officers, 

The conference adopted the rec-| 
ommendations of its Marriage and 
Family Committee urging Reform | 
rabbis to require a five-day inter-|

Solved, the Soviet Government has begun liquidation of the Comzet, 
Government commission for settlement of Jews on land, which in its 
fourteen years existence directed fhe greatest Jewish colonization work 
in history, according to reports reaching here, 
Information from Moscow said that a liquidation comm@tee has 
been established to wind up the affairs of the Comzet, and also event- 
ually to liquidate all foreign Jewish relief organizations operating in 


Russia under a plan whereby they 
will be permitted to transfer part 
of their investments aboard in 
foreign currency under existing 
agreements with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, while their work will be 
continued by local Soviet organiza- 
tions without any suffering during 
the transitory period.

The Comzet was founded in Aug- 
ust, 1924, to direct settlement of 
Jews in the Crimea and _ the 
Ukraine. Later the colonization 
of the autonomous Jewish region 
of Biro-Bidjan also came under its 
jurisdiction, but Biro-Bidjan is 
now closed to foreign Jews. The 
task of the Comzet was to rebuild 
the economic structure of Russia’s 
estimated 3,000,000 Jews, who, be- 
fore the Revolution, had perforce 
been largely a people of middle- 
men, shopkeepers and profession- 
als.

Palestine, where he lived first in 
Jaffe and later, after it was found- 
ed, in Tel Aviv. 

He did not come directly to the 
Holy Land from Russia, for he 
emigrated first to the United 
States, and only in middle age did 
he go to the land of his fathers. 
He died in Tel Aviv, ripe in years 
and sanctity, in May, 1930, and 
here he is buried. 

In the couse of a full life, Rabbi 
Schorr was married three times. 
His second wife was Sarah Lieb 
Frumkin, and it was she who bore 
the daughter Miriam who in after 
years was to remember her mother 
as an Italian.

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The Editor’s Chair: 

Shall I pat myself on the back. 
It seems no one else will, because 
I’ve waited a whole week for them 
to do it. So, like the man who 
built a better mouse trap, but to 
whose door in the forest no path 
was cut, I guess I’ll have to do it 
myself. 

First, in our issue of May 13, I 
wrote, “If the announcement of the 
plebiscite among American Jewry 
by the American Jewish Congress 
Serves no other purpose, it will 
definitely bring about unity in 
American Jewry. Regardless of 
the arguments pro and con on the 
plebiscite, it is certain that the 
abrupt move by The Congress and 
the already expressed opposition 
will result in an agreement leading 
to a unified voice in American 
Jewry.” 

So much for that piece of Jere- 
miahing. 

On April 10, 1936, I wrote, “And 
the way to stop the World Jewish 
Congress proponents is compara- 
tively simple. A few years ago 
when the bickering in the national 
field between competing organiza- 
tions became as intolerable as it is 

* today in the fund raising field, Jew- 
ish leaders of the South, called to- 
gether by that wise and level head- 
ed Atlantan, Harold Hirsch, issued 
an ultimatum to national organiza- 
tions to unite if they expected con- 
tinued support. Jewry of the South 
were serious. They meant busi- 
ness. If national leaders refused 
to reconcile their surmountable dif- 
ferences then the South meant to 
contribute no more funds to their 

In every city in the 
Southland, as in other sections of 
the nation, The American Jewish 
Congress, headed by Rabbi Wise, is 
one of the constituent recipients of 
funds from united drives in which 
every national organization partici- 
pates. Now if Harold Hirsch cares 
to, he can convene the same group 
that met at his call a few years 
ago. If this group, the recognized 
representatives of their communi- 
ties, decided that Jews of the South 
do not want a World Jewish Con- 

' gress held, they could send word to 
the American Jewish Congress that 
if plans for the world meeting are 
prosecuted further, no Southern 
city will allow any of its funds to 
-be diverted to the American Jew- 
ish Congress. 


“Rabbi Wise would then not only 
hear the voice of American Jewry, 
which he has continued to ignore 
for these three years, but he would 
also hear their command. 

“Thus would the World Jewish 

ongress, whose prime movers are 
the heads of the American Jewish 
Congress, be definitely killed. 

“The possibilities of a democratic 
leadership in the United States as 
the result of the successful opera- 
tion of this plan are hidden in the

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Schmeling Was Honorable 


T HE tendency for Jews to find fault with every 

infinitesimal point and to translate that point 
into Jewish terms is no better illustrated than 
in the editorial in The Jewish Advocate, of Bos- 
ton, in which the defeat of Schmeling is made 
the subject of an attack on the Nazi regime. 

If a newspaper is supposed to carry news 
then any editorial interpretation of Schmeling as 
the Nazi champion, as the Aryan conquering all, 
as the glorification of the Nazi ideal, has been 
harped on in so many papers, so many months 
ago, that it contains about as much news value 
as the Civil War. 

Whether Jews like it or not, Schmeling and 
the Nazi Government, and its press, have been 
one hunderd percent honorable all the way 
through. Schmeling lost. The Nazi press, if re- 
ports are any indication, took it honorably. 
Schmeling was defeated by a Negro. Hitler says 
he is welcome back to Germany. The fight lasted 
less than a round. Schmeling, as good a sports- 
man in the ring as the greatest Jewish athlete, 
made no charge of a “foul”, bad refereeing, or 
being poisoned with food, 

The only unsportsmanlike actions all the way 
through have been the implications of such prosaic 
editorials as The Advocate’s. “He (Schmeling) 


had better not return to Germany 

press of Germany will doubtless have excuses to 
offer. The ‘Jewish Plot’ which gave Louis the 
victory will be exposed. Perhaps a Jew poisoned 
Schmeling. Possibly the Jews in the audience 
united on a mass hypnotism. Then again Joe 
Louis is probably a Falasha Jew and used unfair 
Jewish methods. He didn’t give Schmeling a 
chance.” 

“Wolf, wolf”, howls the Jewish Advocate. Is 
it any wonder then that many Americans are 
prone to take with a grain of salt Jewish pro- 
tests, and even the factual accounts they read in 
the daily papers from non-Jewish, and non-part- 
isan correspondents, 

Sure Schmeling is a Nazi. But that is no 
reason why Jews have to stoop to the same low 
level in sportsmanship as that lost ideal in Nazi 
ideology. 

Schmeling was a great fighter. At one time 
he was the world’s greatest. In the—ring, he 
fought honorably, cleanly, with his fists and his 
heart. His defeat was a great shock to the Nazi 
theory of Aryan superority. As Jews why not 
let this resounding fact have a clear road to its 
inevitable conclusion instead of beclouding the 
point with charges less sportsmanlike than the 
Nazi champion’s own actions. 


The Z.0.A. Will Loose Itself From The New York Hierarchy 


the nationa] convention of The Zionist Org- 
anization of America this week-end in Detroit 
is offered the greatest opportunity ever presented 
for the unseating of the New York hierarchy 
which has this many years been hampering the 
beneficient working of that organization. The 
drums which have been beating for the past few 
years now, have been boomed into a resounding 
battle march. 

Oust the politicians from New York is the 
cry. 

Elect no new officer who is at present or has 
been in recent years a member of the revolving~ 
hierarchy of the Z. O. A. 

With this in view the Indianapolis Zionist 
District passed a resolution last week urging the 
support of Rabbi Solomon Goldman of Chicago, 
a veteran Zionist worker, for the presidency. At 
the same meeting sentiment against Rabbi Isidore 
Goldstein, present head of the Jewish National 
Fund, was voiced because he was “too much of a 
politician”. 

This demand for a house-cleaning is not con- 
fined to Indianapoliis. All over the country, a 
rising sentiment against the hierarchy is much 


in evidence. This year the convention will be 
held in Detroit, hundreds of miles away from 
New York, a fact which greatly enhances the 
potentialities for a successful uprising. 

This paper disagrees with the contention that 
Rabbi Goldstein igs a politician. Thus far he has 
kept aloof from the clique headed by Rabbi Wise, 
Margulies and Lipsky. However if the job is to 
be done completely, a personality such as Rabbi 
Goldman, who lives away from the fetid Atlantic 
Seaboard, is preferable. Ad although not much 
publicity has been accorded Rabbi Abba Hillel 
Silver, the possibility of his candidateship can- 
not be overlooked, 

Whomever is elected, it is almost predictable, 
that he will not be a New Yorker, or even an 
Easterner. -That grip of the present hegemony 
which has been so clinching that it has choked 
the organization itself, is about to be loosened. 
What this change augurs for the Z. O. A. can 
be read in the fact that the power of the B’nai 
P’rith, The Hadassah, the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, and in fact every successful national Jew- 
ish organization, can be traced to this support 
and strength of the Middle-West, South and Far 
West,

Rabbi Edward L. Israel of Baltimore, Says 
New Nazi Outburst Indicates Dire Condition in 
Germany.—When we recall that the Jewish pop- 
ulation of Germany was only one percent of the 
German total and that for five years the richest 
and the more comfortably situated Jews gf Ger- 
many have been completely shattered economic- 
ally, we begin to see how desperate must be the 
conditions within Germany when the Nazis start 
working on the handful of modestly situated Jews 
who may still be eking out a few marks’ worth of 
business in some little shop. When any nation 
that has already despoiled the wealthy among one 
percent of its population has to go to the extent 
of robbing even the poor people, that nation must 
in itself be in a pretty bad fix. That is the sit- 
uation in Nazi Germany today.
